It was 
hoped that by a rigid system of assess- 
ment and inspection a greater amount 
of this class of property could be 
brought to light, greatly increasing 
the revenues of the state. 

The system has succeeded in bring- 
ing some #f this kind < f property to 
light, but there is still an enormous 
amount of it that escapes taxation. 

The general property lax, It should 
be remembered, decrees that the same 
t:;x ‘must fall on all classes of property. 

Let us suppose a man, living in almost 
any town in the state, is the owner of 
a land note for $1,000. on which 6 per 
cent interest is paid him. In some of 
the towns in the state his combined 
town, county aud slate tax would be 
over $3; in most of them it would be 
between $2.50 and $3. Manifestly, a 



Briefly, the general property tax is 
a uniform ad valorem tax levied upon 
all classes of property alike, regard- 
less of the nature, of the earning ca- 
pacity or of the tangible or intangible 
character of the property. The taxing 
authority of a state, for instance, will 
levy a tax of 50 cents. This tax is to 
fall upon every kind of property alike, 
j Everything of value, whether real es- 
tate, money in b^nk, notes, bonds, 
mortgages, shares of stock, live stock, 
wagons, carriages, jewelry, furniture, 
any sort of personal property, or fran- 
chises of corporations is called prop- 
erty and must pay this tax. This is 
the general property tax. The general 
property tax is, therefore, the levying 
of a uniform ad valorem tax on all 
property for all purposes. 

As distinct from this system Is the 
system of classifying property, raising 
state revenues from one kind of prop- 
erty, county revenues from another 
kind of property and city revenues 
from still another kind, and also the 
raising of revenues by special taxes 
of various kinds. The argument in 
the tax woild today is between these 
two systems of raising the public rev- 
enue. 

The Kentucky system is the general 
property tax. Our constitution binds 
us to the levy of a uniform ad valorem 
tax on all property of every kind for 
all purposes. If a piece of property 
located in the city is taxed for one 
purpose, it must be taxed for all. If 
it is a property-earning 6 per cent re- 
turn to its owner, it must pay the 
same tax as property earning 20 per 
cent. If it is a kind that can be re- 
moved or hidden it is taxed the sair-e 
as real estate — if it can be^found. No 
distinction is made on account 

whatever; all property must pay the 
same rate._ 

This sounds like a very fair system, 
and in theory, it is fairness itself. But 
its operation, in the opinion of those 
who have studied the question, not in 
Kentucky only but in every state in 
the Union, has not borne out the 
promise made for it. The system has 
been abandoned in Pennsylvania, Con- 
necticut, Delaware, New' Jersey, Wis- 
consin, Oregon, and partially in a num- 
ber of other states. The rapid ten- 
dency of the states is to get away 
from it, as impossible and impracti- 
cable. Nearly every state that has a 
tax commission has declared itself 
very frankly on this question. A large 
number of states have within the last 
few years apppointed tax commissions 
to carefully study the methods of rais- 
ing public -evenues and, almost in- 
variably, th ' reports of these commis. 
sions have denounced the general 
property tax system, the system that 
we have in Kentucky, as bein& absurd, 
impossible of enforcement aqh unjust 
in its operation. 

Denounced by Supreme Court. 

The supreme court of the United 
States leads the way in denouncing 
the system. In its opinion in the case 
of the Pacific Express Co. vs. Seibert, 
the court said; 

“This court has repeatedly laid 
down the doctrine that diversity of 
taxation, both with respect to the 
amount imposed and the various spe- 
cies of property selected either for 
bearing its burdens or being exempt 
from them, is not inconsistent with a 
perfect uniformity and equality of tax 
ation in the proper sense of those 
terms; and that a system which im- 
poses the same tax upon every species 
of property, irrespective of its nature 
or condition or class, will be destruc 
tive of the principle of uniformity and 
equality in taxation and of a just 
adaptation of property to its burdens " 

An Illinois tax commission has de- 
clared that the uniform ad valorem 
general property tax. the system that 
we have also in Kentucky, “is de- 
bauching to the conscience and sub 
versive to the public morals — a school 
for perjury, promoted by law.” 

An Ohio tax commission has de- 
nounced it as "imposing unjust bur- 
dens on the man who is scrupulously 
honest," and Ohio Is engaged in an 
effort to get. rid of it. 

A New Hampshire tax commission 
deplores its “corrupting and demoral- 
izing influence " 

A New York tax commission says: 
“It puts a premium on perjury and a 
penalty on integrity.”

The manner In which the tax sys- 
tem of Kentucky may seriously affect 
its business interests was recently 
given a very striking demonstration 
In Lexington. The estate of Mrs. 
Clara Bell Walsh, amounting to about 
$750,000, had been for many years 
managed by the Security Trust com- 
pany of Lexington, as trustee. A pe- 
tition was filed recently in the Fay- 
ette circuit court, asking the court 
to terminate the trusteeship, so that 
Mrs. Walsh might put her property In 
the hands of a trust company in St 
Louis. The Security Trust company, 
which had been acting as trustee, did 
not. oppose this suit, it being distinct- 
ly stated in the petition of Mrs. Walsh 
that the services of the trust company 
had been in every way satisfactory, 
but that the taxes imposed upon her 
property were too burdensome.

the hands of her trustee, 
of appeals having held otherwise, and 
Mrs Walsh, not feeling justified in 
paying a tax rate of $2.70 on the 
stocks, bonds and other investments 
in the hands of the Kentucky trustee, 
since she could not derive any possi- 
ble good from the payment of this 
tax, decided to remove the property 
to the state of her residence. 

A considerable part of the estate 
was invested in local securities— the 
bonds of local corporations and real 
estate mortgages. This will mean 
that the money will gradually be with- 
drawn from investment in these local 
securities and reinvested by the St. 
Louis trustee in other securities, thus 
constituting a loss of that much 
money to enterprises in and around 
Lexington and Fayette county. It 
means just that much greater scarcity 
of needed capital. 

The Lexington Herald has been, 
with great energy and skill, showing 
the result of this sort of taxation on 
the business interests of the Btate. It 
points out, among other things, the in- 
consistency in the decisions of our 
courts, which hold that a man who 
lives in one Kentucky county and has 
intangible personal property, such as 
stocks, bonds, or money, in the hands 
of a trustee in another county of Ken- 
lucky, must pay the tax in the county 
«.f his residence and not in the county 
where the trustee resides; but if the 
owner of the property moves entirely 
out of the state, then he must pay a 
tax in the county where the trustee 
resides, as well as pay the tax in the 
state where he takes up his new resi- 
dence, thus constituting double tax- 
ation. 

Consumed With Taxation. 

In her petition asking for the 
change in trusteeship Mrs. Walsh 
says; “Plaintiffs desire, if said Clara 
Bell Walsh be not entitled to a 
discharge of the trustee, that 
there be a change in the per- 
son of said trustee, and if it can 
be done that the funds and property 
in trust be transferred to a trustee 
duly qualified under and resident in 
tbe state of Missouri, where the} 
have their home. Plaintiffs state that 
the reasons why a change of trustee 
is desired do not in any manner relate 
to the conduct or fidelity of said trus- 
tee, but are on account of the heavy 
burdens of taxation imposed on said 
estate by reason of the residence of 
the trustee in a state and city differ- 
ent from the home of the beneficiary." 

Court of Appeals Decision. 

The Herald adds the following fact 
as to the case. "Under this decision of 
the court, Mrs. Walsh’s personal prop- 
erty in the hands of the Security 
Trust company would be liable for 
city, state and county taxes here; and 
realizing that she, a non-resident of 
the state, could derive no possible 
benefit from taxes paid to the city on 
her personal property, Mrs. Walsh 
takes this means of getting possession 
of her property. The removal of 
the estate to another state is a power- 
ful argument against the wisdom of 
the system of taxation in force in 
Kentucky; for though the invest- 
ments made by the trustee in local 
securities are so safe and highly re- 
garded as to be retained, yet when a 
reinvestment is made it is likely that 
a large portion of the funds will be 
invested elsewhere, thus depriving 
this community and state of so fnuch 
badly needed capital for its progress 
and development. 

Poverty or Perjury. 

“A prominent attorney of this city, 
in discussing before the Taxation 
Committee of the Kentucky senate tu 
1905 the tax system of our state, de- 
nounced our personal property tax as 
necessarily leading either to poverty 
or perjury. We do not know whether 
any statistics on the subject are avail- 
able. but we think It a safe guess that 
at least three-fourths of all the intan- 
gible personal property, such as 
bonds, notes, and cash, which is as- 
sessed for taxation in Kentucky, is in 
the hands of fiduciaries. Is it a fair 
and manly thing to plaoe upon those 
least able to bear it nearly all the 
burden of such a tax?"
